He added: “The 
statement subsequently issued by 
Signor Bonomi in no way modifies 
the views of H.M. Government.”

INQUIRY - 


"THE shortage of milk in Dublin, 
which necessitated the bringing 


in of supplies from creameries out-* 


side the city, was referred to by 
Dr. WARD, -Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Minister for Local Go- 
vernment and Public Health, in the 
Senate yesterday. 

The House passed a motion 
agreeing that a tribunal should be 
established to report on the milk 
supplies of Dublin City and County 
and the Urban District of Bray. 
The motion has already been passed 
by the Dail. 

Dr. WARD said that some of the 
creameries outside Dublin had no 
pasteurising facilities, and the milk 
from them was “not as stringently 
treated as milk for human con- 
sumption.” It was to deal with 
this difficulty that it was proposed 
to set up the tribunal. He suggested 
that the tribunal should have a 
maximum of five and a minimum 
of three members. One member 
should be a person of considerable 
legal qualifications; another’ might 
be a bacteriologist and another an 
accountant, 

Mr. M. HAYES suggested as a 
member an ordinary Dublin citizen 
who was a non-technician, a con- 
sumer with a knowledge of condi- 
tions in the city, and Mrs. Con- 
cannon urged the inclusion of a 
person who had experience such as 
aw gained by working for a “baby

MERICAN 3rd Army forces crossed the Saar River in six

The great anti-tank barrier of the Saar River, in the forefield 
of the Siegfried Line, has been largely neutralised by 
yesterday’s crossings.

As the Allies close on Saarbriicken, Reuter reported last night 
that Field-Marshal von Runstedt may abandon the Saar 


industrial zone. 


Field-Marshal von  Rundstedt, 
apparently abandoning all hope 
of halting General Patton’s 
offensive in the vital Saar indus- 
trial -belt outside the Siegfried 
Line, is pulling back his forces 
‘for a stand in the steel and con- 
crete fortifications. 


The German failure to make a 
determined stand along the naturally 
strong Saar river barrier, states 
Reuter, is taken as indicating that 
the German Command has not 
sufficient men to hold both the main 
a positions and this outpost 
ine.’ 

The Americans yesterday made 
new thrusts to the Saar in the area 
south of Saarlautern. The front on 
the west side of the Saar now 
extends for 30 miles. 

Following a report that the US. 
troops had won control of two- 
thirds of Saarguemines, an A.P. 
war correspondent with the 3rd 
Army, stated that Patton’s forces 
fought their way through the town 
in heavy house-to-house fighting. 


TANK BATTLES 


Large-scale tank battles were 
reported last night to be raging in 
the area of Singling, eight miles 
south-east of Saareguemines. 3rd 
Army forces are clashing with Panzer 
formations in consjderable strength. 

The German News Agency said:— 

“North-west of Saareguemines 
there were heavy tank battles 
between Buschbach and Lixingen. 
With . concentrated infantry and 
armoured forces, the Americans 
tried to punch their way through 
on a narrow front, and succeeded 
in making some penetrations. 

“In the Saarlaugern area the 
American Army haggnhassed an entire 
division in order t@ force a break- 
through. For four days the 
Americans, hurling in fresh forces, 
have been trying to take possession 
of the citadel. North and south- 
east of the city the Americans 
succeeded in crossing the Saar under 
a canopy of fire. They were 
stopped in the approaches to our 
fortifications.” 

In their advance across. the 
Lorraine Plain the Americans made 
gains of up to seven miles along 
a 12-mile front. 

_ In Saarlautern itself fighting con- 


in the town itself. Some of the 
strongest resistance encountered by 
Patton’s: troops has been in the 
forest of Karlsbrunn, seven miles 
south of Saarlautern. 

Another major Metz fort, St. 
Quentin, a mile and a half west of 
Metz, was taken after an air and 
artillery attack.

U.S. 7th ARMY—The Americans 
continued to make progress, and 
have almost encircled the Germans 
in the 25-mile-square “ pocket” 
south of the Ingweiler-Tieffenbach 
Pass. ‘Two more towns were cap- 
tured in northward stabs towards 
the German border—Wimmenau, 
eleven miles north of Saverne, and 
Lictenburg, three miles to the north- 


east. 

FRENCH ist ARMY — Steady 
traffic eastward indicated last night 
that the Germans were evacuating 
Colmar. The French are stated to 
be 15 miles from the town. 

BRITISH-CANADIAN—There is 
no change in the situation at Venlo. 

On the Canadian front above 
Nijmegen the flood waters of the 
Rhine, which have swirled over 30 
square miles of country, are almost 
lapping the limits of its reach, for 
in general the river is falling.

New Concert Hall 
For Dublin 


A concert hall. to accommodate 
between 200 and 300 people, is 
being built in the Royal Irish 
Academy of Music, Westland row, 
Dublin. 

Mr. T. S. C. Dagg said at yester- 
day’s meeting of Academy members 
that the Academy’s bandroom was 
being transformed into a small 
theatre and concert hall, with a 
proper stage and lighting, an 
orchestra pit, and suitable dressing 
accommodation. The work had 
been started last March, and the 
present scheme had taken the place 
of the Governors’ previous plans for 
building a public concert hall, with 
accommodation for about 500 
people. 

The cost of the present scheme 
was estimated at £2,000, of which 
‘about one-half already had been 
subscribed. 

Mr. Dagg said he hoped that when 
people realised what was being done 
towards meeting the requirements, 
not only of the Academy, but also 
of the many musical societies in

U.S. 9th ARMY—The battle for 
the Ruhr has reached a new phase. 
Patrols are attempting to cross the 
Roer River, but are handicapped 
by floods. The Allies now hold 
an eight-mile stretch of the Roer 
west bank and the Germans are 
digging in on the opposite side.

Senate’s Views on New 


Drain 
age 

HE second stage of the Arterial 

Drainage Bill was introduced 
in the Senate yesterday by Mr. P. 
SMITH, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister for Finance. The 
debate on the measure will be con- 
tinued to-day. 

The Parliamentary Secretary, in 
explaining the bill, said that it was 
the result of the Report of the 
Drainage Commission in 1941. The 
Commission’s recommendations re- 
garding a 70 per cent. contribution 
towards maintenance by land- 
holders were not accepted, as 
experience showed that the system 
was cumbersome, tedious and 
elaborate. Provision was made in 
the Dail for dealing with old 
drainage districts, which, in the past 
had been managed by drainage 
boards and trustees. The trustees 
would disappear and the county 
councils would take over the 
drainage district boards after an 
inspection of the work that had 
been done. A maintenance 
authority would be set up. 

Mr. P. BAXTER said he would put 
no limit on the authorities to drain 
as they wished in their own territory 
irrespective of the position across 
the border. He was all for agree- 
ment being made with people out- 
side the area.in regard to the main-

EX-TOWN CLERK ON 
FRAUD CHARGE 


In the Central Criminal Court yes- 
terday, before Mr. Justice Martin 
Maguire, Michael Joseph Garahy, 
Ballykeeran House, Athlone, formerly 
solicitor and clerk to the Athlone 
Urban District Council, was charged 
with the fraudulent conversion of 
money, the property of the Council, 
to a total of £279. 

Mr. G. D. Murnaghan, S.C., outlin- 
ing the case for the State, said that 
the accused man was appointed to 
the position of solicitor and clerk to 
the Council in 1937, on the recom- 
mendation of the Local Appointments 
Commission, at a salary of £300, ris- 
ing by £10 a year to £400. . 

Among the conditions of his em- 
ployment were that any fees, with 
certain exceptions, which he received 
should be lodged to the credit of the 
Council, the salary gy to him being 
inclusive, and that he should provide 
bond of £500; and pay the 


a fidelity 
premium. 

Shortly after his appointment, he 
opened a No. 2 personal account with 
the National Bank, Athlone. At one 
time this account became overdrawn, 
and the bank debited a number of 
cheques drawn on Garahy’s No, 1 
account to the Council’s account. 

Counsel alleged that, subsequently, 
the accused man had drawn a number 
of cheques on the No. 2 account at 
the bank, to a total of £190, and that 
two sums of money amounting to £89, 
fees which properly should have been 
lodged to the credit of the Council, 
had been converted by Garahy to his 
own use. 

The accused man pleaded not guilty 
to all charges. The hearing was ad- 
journed until this morning.

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THE NEW STATION 


The selection of a site for a 
central omnibus station for 
Dublin ends many years of hesita- 
tion and discussion. - Since the 
need of such accommodation 
became evident, there has been 
seiious controversy on the merits 
of three possible transport centres. 
The first of these plans to be pro- 
pounded—the one which now has 
been adopted—was approved, and 
urged persistently, by this news- 


appearance, and to obtain con- 
siderable public support, proposed 
the utilisation of open spaces in 
Smithfield and its surroundings. 
The third proposal was embodied 
as an integral feature of the 
general plan of city development 
as it was conceived by the 
Corporation’s expert consultants, 
and endorsed and published by 
the Municipal Council. If that 
plan had been accepted by the 
new Transport Company, the 
central bus terminus would be 
located on a site between Christ 
Church Cathedral and the Four 
Courts. From that pivotal point 
traffic, would flow, through new 
radial highways, to provincial and 
suburban areas. While we see no 
reason to regret our advocacy of 
the Customs House site, we are 
not blind to certafh advantages 
that would have been derived 
from the choice of a point less 
distant from the city’s western 
areas; and wé are by no means 
indifferent to the fact that the 
scheme now adopted may call for 
some important modifications of 
the strategic conceptions on which 
thé’ consultants based their Sketch 
Development Plan. Two con- 
siderations of major importance 
must be given their-due weight in 
plans for city development. For 
more than a century commercial 
Dublin has continued to drift 
eastwards to its deep-water quay- 
sides, and its residents have turned 
to seaside areas. The result has 
been a regrettable decrease in the 
popularity and the property values 
of the city’s “West End.” Recently 
the eastward movement has been 
accelerated by the closing of 
Broadstone railway terminus, and 
now threatens to become more 
pronounced as a result of the con- 
centrating of all long-distance 
passenger services—both by rail 
and road—in the Amiens street 
area. 

Why, then, has this newspaper, 
in the face of such threats to the 
prosperity of western Dublin, 
continued to advocate the 
Customs House area as the focal 
point of provincial bus services? 
The answer, of course, is that we 
are forced to accept a natural 
movement of industry and popu- 
lation towards quayside and sea- 
side. In face of that, so far 
irresistible, drift, we conceive that 
every Opportunity ought to be 
seized to provide a sound and 
modern framework and fabric for 
city areas that seem destined to 
advance—whether without fore- 
thought and design, or in accord- 
ance with some plan of orderly 
development. In other words, it 
is possible to apply methods of 
prevention, instead of costly 
remedial measures, to districts 
where there are signs of increasing 
business and industrial activity. 
It is against these broad back- 
grounds that we view, and 
welcome, the decision to remove 
the unsightly and disused pile of 
stores that now disfigures the 
surroundings of the city’s finest 
public building. Of not less 
importance than such esthetic 
considerations are those of utility 
and convenience. Situated im- 
mediately beside the convergent 
centre of every important railway 
service, at Amiens street, the new 
building—with its refreshment 
and waiting rooms, shops and 
theatre—will furnish a convenient 
resort for hosts of passengers, 
whether their destination be 
Dublin or elsewhere through the 
country. From another point of 
view, the project is welcome, 
inasmuch as it marks a departure 
from the Port and Docks Board’s 
apparent indifference to city 
transport convenience. As further 
evidence of co-operation between 
the-Board, the Corporation and 
inland transport authorities, we 
now may hope to hear that early 
agreement has been reached on 
the questions of a new site for 
the Cattle Market and of the 
long-promised bridge which is 


‘planned as a central and indis- 


pensable link in the development 
of Dublin’s East Circular road— 
a link without which the traffic 
problems: of the central city 
soon may become insoluble. 
When, and not until, such action 
is taken, it may be possible to 
concentrate public attention on 
remedies for the decadence of 
the city’s western areas. For the 
moment we can only suggest that 
the Transport Company's project 
provides an excellent opportunity 
to review—and possibly to recast 
—several important features of 
the Corporation’s Sketch Develop- 
ment Plan, * ’

THE CATTLE MARKET 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—For some considerable time 

ast the Corporation of Dublin has 

ad under consideration the re- 

moval of the Dublin Cattle Market 
from the North Circular road to a 
more suitable location. The present 
Situation of the market is regarded 
as unsuitable for reasons which it is 
unnecessary to detail. In the 
locating of a new site regard had to 
be had to various factors. The 
market would obviously have to be 
reasonably convenient to existing 
rail-heads and to the port. It was 
hoped to erect on the same site a 
new central City Abattoir, which 
would obviate the necessity of 
keeping open existing privately- 
owned slaughter-houses. It was 
also intended that the site should be 
of sufficient size to accommodate 
lairages for cattle, sheep and pigs 
awaiting sale in the market. In 
short, it was noe to embody as 
far as possible all activities of cattle 
marketing and disposal in the one 
central position. 

With this idea in view, several 
localities were inspected. A section 
of the Corporation was in favour 
of a site on the North Wall, and 
,another section of a site on the East 
Wall. The City Engineer, how- 
ever, having inspected these places, 
reported against them, mainly on 
the bases that there was not at 
present sufficient accommodation 
available, and that, even when 
sufficient accommodation did 
become available (which would not 
be for about fifteen years), the 
nature of the foundations on these 
sites was such as to render them 
unsuitable for the heavy usage 
which a cattle market “would 
involve. Ultimately, a site was 
found on the Cabra road which 
appeared to be suitable in practically 
every respect. After long and care- 
ful consideration, the General Pur- 
poses Committee of the Corporation 
approved of the Cabra site, and the 
report of the Committee was duly 
adopted by the City Council. 

Having regard to the fact that the 
Department of Local Government 
was aware of the difficulties of the 
Corporation in securing a suitable 
site, it came as a surprise to the 
members of the Corporation that 
the same Department should pro- 
ceed to acquire this carefully 
selected site for the erection of the 
new St. Laurence’s Hospital. 

As Chairman of the General Pur- 
poses Committee of the Corporation, 
I was delegated to attend the public 
inquiry at present being held at the 
County Council Offices, Parnell 
square, where I gave evidence of the 
facts mentioned above. I also stated 
that the town planning scheme of

FOREIGN exchange will assume 
a growing importance, which, 
as year succeeds year, will loom 
larger and larger in comparison to 
the problems of shipping ‘space.
